IMPARTIAL, NOT NEUTRAL.

Ir is difficult to restrain a smile ab 
the ingenuous manner in which Prince 
Kung denominates the Woosung Bar 
as being a defence sent by Heaven 
for the protection of the Hwangpoo. 
But his whole despatch becomes more 
extraordinary when we contrast it with 


-|@ letter from Mr. Wade to Earl Gran- 


ville, dated the 22nd July 1872, saying 
be finds on enquiry “that Mr. Hart 
“had been authorised by the yamén to 
“expend a considerable sum upon a 
“dredging apparatus to be employed 
“specially at Woosung.” Has the 
prospect of trouble with Japan im- 
pressed on the Yamén the extreme de- 
sirability of defences at Woosung; or 
what can have induced the complete 
change of view evidenced by the widely 
different tone of Prince Kung’s present 
effusion? We can only point out the 
difficulty, and wait in the hope that 
farther light may suggest a possible 
answer. To go on now with Prince 
Kung’s present statement ; if the 
defence afforded by the Woosung Bar 
be so useful to the status quo of the 
Empire, and if, according to his argu~ 
ment, it really prevents the sand (!) from 
entering the Hwangpoo in very large 
quantity, why should he not go further 
and fill it altogether, or at least so far 
as only to permit the passage of that 
heayen-devised craft, the Chinese junk ? 
‘This would be carrying out his argu- 
ment to its fair conclusion, and, more- 
over, would not contravene a single 
word to be found in the treaties of 
Tientsin. We would advise His High- 
ness to try the experiment. Doubt- 
less by this time he knows all the 
treaties and conventions by heart. He 
has. at all events taken on himself 
the responsibility of reading them in 
the most literal spirit; but possibly 
forgetting that this is a sort of thing ab 
which two sides can amuse themselves. 
While on the one side Ministers of For. 
eign Powers have, for the last fourteen 
years, been troubling themselves to seo 
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how many relaxations of the treaties 
may be permitted without altogether 
closing up our trade in China, we have 
on the other side, the expressed inten- 
tion of holding to the narrowest letter. 
Such a state of affairs cannot long 
continue, and the very course which the 
Prince declares his intention of pur 
ning, may in the end recoil against 
himself. ‘The treaty of Tientsin pro- 
vided for the levy of tonnage dues 
stipulating that they were to be used 
for certain purposes connected with 
the facilities for vessels entering 
or approaching the harbour. Prince 
Kung pretends that one stipulation was 
omitted in the pact, that nothing was 
snid of dredging. Possibly His High. 
ness, when called on, will give an 
aggount of how his Government has 
disposed of tho tonnage dues with- 
in the last fourteen years. How much 
went to the Burlingame Mission, and 
how, much was really devoted to the 
purposes named in the treaty. As 
the Chinese Government has to consult 
With the Foreign Consuls regarding 
“the ‘uses to which the tonnage dues are 
to bo put, this may as well form part 
of tho business tobe discussed. Prince 
Kung also brings up the old argument 
that China should be treated in all res- 
pects as the mos advanced of nations, 
notwithstanding that she lags behind 
the, rest of the world. It is quite truo 
that we do not go and bother the Govern- 
mient, of France about the approaches 
to the Seine, but that is because the 
Fronch Government is sufficiently 
alive to its own interests, to know 
that it gains the greatest advantage 
from the improvement of its harbours, 
Wo have, we believe two or three 
times within recent years had com- 
munication with that Government about 
the improvement of the harbours in 
the English Channel made use of by 
our mail packets; and these communi. 
cations have not been answered by 
the French Government telling us 
theré was nothing in the treaties be- 
tween tho two countries which made it 
obligatory on it to deepen or improve 
those harbours. On the contrary, it 
~ has.shown itself fully alive to the 
necessities of the case, and as soon as 
some settled plan is decided on between 
the Governments, tho harbours at both 
sides of the Channel will probably be 
placed in the best possible order. With 
China the caso is different. Prince 
Kung knows that as long as a Chinese 
subject conducts himself properly to- 
wards his neighbours and the Govern- 
ment, he is very much at liberty to 
follow his own devices. If, however, 
he makes his liberty a pretext for in- 








juring one or the other, he is apt to 
find himself with a cangue round his 
neck. His appeals to the rights of 
man are apt then to be superfluous. If 
Prince Kung wishes to take advantage 
of the rights of international law, it 
would be well that he should learn at the 
same time to comprehend its require- 
ments.

If 
this is so, we hope there will be called a 
meeting of the Public, to protest against 
any such action. 

‘There wasa rumour yesterday that a C! 
nese gunboat had left Shanghai with troops 
forthe South. It appears to be due to the 
fact that two gunboats went down river, 
one of which returned after saluting the 
Japanese vessel, while the other presumably 
went on to join the three war vessels an- 
chored at Woosung. At the City yamens 
yesterday, it was reported that they were all 
under orders for the south, but we have 
been unable to get the report confirmed, 

Some excitement has been caused 
by the arrival here, on Thursday, of 
the Japanese man-of-war Nisshin-kan, 
a barque-rigged corvette. This vessel is 
said tohave come from Formosa vid Amoy, 
and to have brought as passengers four 
officers of high military and naval com- 
mand, who are on a mission to China in 
connection with the situation in Formosa, 
‘Thus much we have been able to gather 








indirectly ; for the Japanese themselves, 


both on board the corvette and at the 
Consulate, decline to give the slightest in- 
formation even as to whence the vessel 
has come, The head of the Mission 
holds rank as Admiral, and spears to 
be second to Saigo, the commander-in- 
chief of the Expedition ; and his principal 
coadjutor on this visit is the Japanese 
Consul at Amoy. The Japéneso Minister 
is still in Shanghai, and yesterday after- 
noon the Taotai and Mixed Court Magis- 
trate called at the Consulate, to exchange 
civilities. A Chinese gunboat also went 
down river and anchored opposite the 
Nisshin-kan, when salutes of twenty-one 
guns were fired by each. It is difficult to 
know what the object of the prosont Mis- 
sion can be, since no roply, it is said, has 
yet beon received to tho Tsung-li Yamen’s 
despatch to Yodo, requiring the with- 
drawal of the Japanese forces, and assort- 
ing the rights of China over the invested 
territory, and sinco a Chinese Commis- 
sioner bas only just reached Formosa ao- 
credited with powers to treat for their ro- 
tirement. 

We have received a copy of-a: special 
Report addressed by the French Munici- 
pal Council to the Electors, regarding the 
Into riot. It gives a history of the Ningpo 
Pagoda land, and of the stroots which 
wore tho subject of dispute. In the French 
Sottlement, as in this, Chinese cannot 
hold property.

Wo hear that 8 caso of arson has been 
engaging the detective powers of the Police, 
Within a fortnight two attempts have been 
made to set fire to ‘the Camp,” Mr. Silver- 
thorne’s temporary tavern on the Yangtse- 
poo road. On the firat occasion the incen- 
diary made the attempt in the cook-house, 
but the boy in charge, whose. sleeping 
place adjoined, promptly discovered and 
put out the fire, Again, about 2 a.m. on 
Tuesday, the attempt was renewed by 
thrusting a bunch of rags soaked in kero- 
sine and fixed on the ena of a bamboo, 
under the thatched roof of the house. A 
watch had been set in consequence of the 
former affair, but darkness and the atten- 
tion demanded by the fire favoured the 
escape of the incendiary, 

Mr. D. M. Henderson, the Chief En: 
gineer to the Customs, left on Wednesday 
morning for Caz¥09, and will at once goon 
to the Shantung Promontory in the Feihoo, 
to forward the work of the Lighthouse, He 
intends, as soon as possible after landing, 
to start a temporary light of the sixth 
order, which will show a fixed bright light, 
visible about seven miles in clear weather. 

Our PEKING correspondent notes the 
efforts of the Chinese to work back to the 
old system of repelling Foreign Ministers 
from Peking.

The special telegram stated that 
there was no damage. 
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‘THE JAPANESE IN FORMOSA. 


So far as we can learn, there are two 
parties in the North; one ready for 

, immediate war with the Japanese, the 
other inclined to try peaceable means 
to induce their retreat from Formosa. 
Li Hung-chang is said to belong to the 
war party, and it is said that Wen- 
seang is on the side of peace. For the 
present, it seems clear that the war 
party preponderates, and that the des- 
patch ofa Chinese expeditionary force 
is avery: likely contingency. But, at 
tho same time that irritation at the in- 
trusion of the Japanese is inciting them 
to war, there is no doubt the Chinese 
look forward to conflict with consider- 
able apprehension. ‘They are not fond 
of fighting, and they will have to fight 
this time under new conditions. The 
days of bows and arrows and jingals 
are forever gone ; ‘they have, now, both 
to tuse and to encounter the improved 
weapons of the West ; and they neither 
feel very sure of their own proficiency, 
nor what degrge of efficiency they may 
encounter in their opponents, They 
have been very proud in peace time of 
their arsenals and despatch-boats, and 
inolined to believe that they had now 
all things necessary to make them 
equals of European troops. But they 
do not feel so sure now the emergency 
has arisen. There are only 2,000 
Japanese in Formosa, and still they do 
not’ see their way clearly, even to 
turning out this small force. The 
possession of two iron-clads gives the 
Japaneso an immense advantage. Apart 
fromi'somé apprehension as to the prow- 
ess of their cnemies on shore, the Chi- 
nose cannot but feel that they are them. 
selves ‘somewhat deficient afloat. Their 
gunboats are very fair and very costly 
specimens of their class, but one 
Japaneso iron-clad could demolish the 
whole 17 that have been turned ont of 
the Foochow Arsenal, while the second 
was accounting for all the products 
of Kao-chang-meaou. The Chinese, 
therefore, will have some little difficulty 
in getting at their opponents, to begin 
with. It is not enough to have troops ; 
an expedition in face of a hostile army 
ond wavy involves large means of 
transport, and a powerful navy to pro- 
tect the transport-ships.. Japan has 
had to buy and charter ships right and 
left; and China would have’ to incur 
great expense and risk in the endeavour 
to transport even 10,000 men from the 
mainland to Taiwan. 

Tt can hardly be gratifying to Chinese 
Statesmen, to feel that they have 
brought this very much on themselves, 
by their own temporising and feeble 
policy. It is quite likely the Tsungli- 
yamén will deny that they ever told 
Soyeshima, that China did not claim 
jurisdiction over the Eastern half of For- 
mosa; but it would take good proofs to 
convince us of their truth. There is 
little doubt the Chinese did not consider 
themselves masters of the Eastern coast; 


for they thought they could only claim 
what land they had conquered. And 
it is only since they find that Foreigners 
recognise their right to the whole island, 
that they begin to think they have 
been foolish as well as weak. It no 
doubt seemed very clever statemanship 
to the members of the Tsungli yamén, 
to disclaim responsibility, and to throw 
off on the Japanese barbarians the task 
of punishing a few savage tribes. But 
their political vision was too short to 
see the result, How can men, brought 
up in Peking and hampered by classi- 
cal tradition, judge of outside events ? 
‘The injury which the Japanese expedi- 
tion would inflict on their prestige, 
the irritation it would cause among the 
population of the seaboard provinces, 
still less the chance of Japanese coloni- 
sation—could hardly occur to men who 
have been’ accustomed to regard the 
Confucian classics, elegant caligraphy, 
and court etiquette as the highest 
aims for human attainment. They 
have now to oppose a country infinitely 
smaller than China, but onethat has gone 
ahead of itin almost every respect. The 
‘Mikado can positively learn, by telegram, 
every incident at the seat of war, 
some days before the Emperor can 
know what is happening in his own 
territory. The Japanese have bought 
iron-clads, while China has been lavish- 
ing untold sums on the conceit of build- 
ing well-armed but unarmoured des- 
patch-boats. Japan provides her own 
coal; China refuses to open her mines. 
‘The question as to the military ex- 
cellence of the two armies is an uncer- 
tain ‘one. We incline to think the 
Japanese have more dash and pluck, and 
are somewhat better drilled. They are 
certainly better marksmen, and have 
better officers. But the Chinese have 
immensely the advantage in-numbers. 
The Chinese would fight better against 
the Japanese than they did against the 
English in the North, because they have 
confidence in their new weapons and 
are less oppressed with the prestige of 
their adversaries. Unless, however, 
they can bring preponderating forces 
to bear, we should incline to favour 
the Japanese ; and the cost and difficulty 
of transporting a large force to Formosa 
are great. However, the question even 
of an expedition is still under discussion, 
and it may be that-negociation will yet 
lead to a peaceable understanding. In 
the meantime, there can be no doubt 
that the Chinese are working up’ a 
war fever; while the Japanese are 
actively carrying out their designs. 


THE RECREATION GROUND CASE. 
Siz Edmund Hornby’s lucid judgment 
in the Recreation Ground case so 
thoroughly exhausts the subject, that 
it would be redundant for us to 
attempt to go again over the ground. 
The whole history was, in fact, more 
familiar to most local readers than to 
the Counsel who were laboriously evoly- 
ing facts in Court, from scraps of docu- 





mentary evidence and the somewhat 





dormant memory of individuals. The 

case really lay in a nut-shell. The old’ 
Race Course was sold because tho 

Settlement was encroaching on it; and 

anew one was bought under careful 

precaution that no such contingency 

should again interfere with its location. 

Racing men only wanted a circle; but 

they took the precaution, in buying 

that circle, to bind the native owners 

of the interior not to build houses which 

should interfere with their view, and to 

secure the right of pre-emption in case 

the Jatter should sell their and. Partly 

because it was convenient to collocate 

Recreation Grounds, partly because 

they could get this inside land cheap— 

the newly created Recreation Fund 

bought this interior for Tis, 25 a mow, 

subject to the further condition that: 
they should pay an additional Tis. 125 

a mow to the native owners if ever the 

land were used for purposes of specu- 

lation. Both sides were thus protected: 

The Chinese, who were induced by thé 

Taotai to sell their land cheaply for 

the sole purpose of recreation, protected 

themselves by stipulating for the balance‘ 
of the higher price to which it would” 
have been forced up by a speculative de- 

mand, in case the original design should 

be violated; while the Race people had 

protected themselves, by stipulating 

against the erection of any obstacle 

that could interfere with their object of 

aclear view. The Recreation Fund, in 

Court, admitted the former obligationbut 

denied the latter; and sustained their 

right to do what they chose with their 

land, subject only to the contingency 

of having to pay Tis. 125 8 mow 

extra, in case they built on- or other+ 

wise used it for purposes of specula- 

tion. The Race Club emplidtically denied 

this position, maintaining that the ori-’ 
ginal stipulation against houses’ was 

binding and absolute ;—and, hence the 

fight. 

‘The query—whother it is reason: 
able to suppose that people who had 
bought land for a certain purpose, 
and had taken pains to protect them- 
selves in its enjoyment, would’ wilfully 
tear up their precautions, and allow 
new owners to acquire, free of obli- 
gation, other land over which they had 
acquired pre-emptory rights with the 
especial purpose of enforcing such 
obligation—would, alone, almost suffice 
to establish the Race Club's position 
in the eyes of reasonable men. Some- 
thing more, however, than presump- 
tion was required in a Court of Law; 
but what was necessary even there 
has been equally forthcoming. We dare 
not pretend to say whether Sir Ed- 
mund Hornby's exhaustive judgment 
is proof, at a points, against the “ferret 
vision” of lawyers; but we do say 
that it will convince every unbiased 
reader ; and we unhesitatingly endorse 
his affirmation that, in deciding as he did 
decide,—that the balance of evidenco 
was in favour of the pretension put 
forward by the Race Club—he has 
taken “not only a legal view of the 
rights and obligations of all parties, 
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: ‘-* WOOSUNG,

still moré daigerous enemy—the strong

overflowed and, devastated. To. prevent 
this catastrophe, the officials and people of 
the district. have. lately ‘entered into ex- 
tensive contracts for the repair of the 
leyges, ‘Thousands, of tons of stone have 
besn, transported from the Tahu to Woo- 
sung; thousands of. poles and planks are 
being driven in primitive Chinese fashion, 
forming a thin palisading behind which 


































ed for.fort building—aro being deposited. 
It ia about a year since they; began digging 
out the creek on whose banks the stones/are 
disembarked, ;and the work even now goes 
on gradually. Apart from the exceptional 
use it.at present serves, the: creck is no 
doubt, necessary “for irrigation and other 
purposes, since the high levée separating 
the river from the country effectually pre- 
vents pumping from that side, ‘The stones 
and other material, as well as contractors? 
and superinteridents’ sheds havebeen placed 
on,a narrow strip of land lying between 
tho.creek and embankment,, The yotng 
cotton, there will certainly be damaged, 
but, the work is “urgent,” as our con- 
temporary, from a different point of view, 
observes ; and this particular strip of land 
will, besides, probably be extensively ex- 
cavated to furnish-a-supply-of- mud to 
further solidify the embankment. The 

















‘Paoshan part.of the embankment has been 
finished, and the Woosung. portion begins 
at a point about 300 yards below the 
light tower, where the remains of the old 
fort stand—rapidly succumbing, however, 
to the ravages of the tide—and where the 
new works will unite with the Yangtszo 
wall. Stones with inscriptions are placed 
on the levée, apparently to mark off sec- 
tions of the work, which in a more or less 
onerous form has to be carried on nearly 
up to the Woosung village. Our contem- 
porary’s informant would appear, there- 
fore, to have reached a conclusion so 
much at variance with facts, that we 
can only suppose ho meditated treating 
‘the public to one of those amusing but 
sometimes mischievous emendations upon 
truth, called “sell.” + 





THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 


We are glad to find the present Council 
give promise of better things than their 
predecessors, in the way of Municipal re- 
ports, A yearago, the Ratepayers formally 
requested that detailed minutes of every 
General and Committee meeting should be 
published within a week of every such 
meeting being held. The resolution was 
persistently ignored by the last Council, 
who published no minutes at all of what 
passed at their meetings; but gave a 
précis of the month’s work, about a month 
after each month had expired. In the 
minutes which wo publish to-day the 
new Council obey one half of the re- 
solution, but ignore the other. Detailed 
minutes aro interesting, but to have value 
they should be published within a week of 
the meeting they record being held. It is 
likely, however, that, there has been 
some delay in beginning the system ; and 
that, now arrears are worked off, we may 
hope to seo the terms of the resolution 
inore closely followed in future.—We com- 
inend the suggestion to the French Muni- 
éipal Council, as well as to our own... We 
can see. no reason why minutes of every 
moeting should ndt be published within a 
week of their occurrence. As a matter of 
time, they need not take an hour to draw 
up; and a day should suffice for their 
inspection by every Councillor, if that 
inspection is necessary. 

It is also » drawback to the publication 
of masses of Municipal reports at one time, 
that a great deal of the matter reported is 
stale; the facts and proceedings have 
already become ‘patent, or been noted by 
the Press. The organisation of the new 
Council, for instance, which is described 
in the minutes we publish to-day, was 
noted by us five weeks ago.—The comuni- 
ty will read with’ pleasure, the encomium 
passed. by Mr. Purdon on the late Chair- 
man, whose unfailing courtesy aud atten- 
tion to public business were universally 
appreciated.—Plunging at once, then, into 
details of Municipal business, we are told 
that Mr. Stripling is to actfor nine months 
as Superintendent of Police, during the 
absence of Mr. Penfold on a well-earned 
eave of absence.—The outlay of Tis. 2,000 
for purchasing land and houses to.extend 
the Seward Road, is approved.—Tho pur- 
chase of the Tunsin property has been 
formally made, dindér the condition namied 
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at the meeting of Ratepayers.—The French: 
Council confuse two very distinct questions, 
in hinting’ that they may ‘decline 'to pay 
half cost of bridges over the Yang- 
King-pang if the English Countil: reftuse 
to halve the wheelbarrow ‘fees. Quite 
as many people want to come from: the 
French Settlement to the'English, as wish 
to go from the English to the French’; we 
should say'the balance was rather in the 
former scale. But the number of wheel- 
barrows licensed and plying in the English 
Concession is twice grenter than in the 
French, and the distance of road they 
travel over is in still greater proportion, — 
‘A formal surrender has been obtained, 
from the proptietors of the North bank of 
the Soochow Creek, of the land needed to 

form the new Bund, The work is to be 

undertaken forthwith, As current income 

is likely to mest all expenditure for the 

present, the debentiires sanctioned by the 

Ratepayers with a view to this -work will 

not yet be issued.—It is satisfactory 

to note that terms have ‘been ‘arranged 

with Messrs, Birley, Worthington and Co.,

‘of one or two theatrical performances in 
wet weather has’ been frightful—worse 
even than the Municipal roads were 
allowed to become last winter.

best accords with truth, with proof, 
with justice, and with honor.” 

‘What is deplorable is, that the case 
should have ever gone into Court, to 
tho excitement of much public irritation, 
and the waste of much public money. 
So far as the paltry matter at issue 
was concerned, arbitration, or even 
friendly communication between commit- 
tees, would probably have arranged the 
question. The Race Club did not really 
object to the addition of a few planks 
to the roof of the Cricket Pavilion ; 
what they did think necessary was to 
re-affirm their. oft-asserted rights, in 
face-of-an encroachment ; anda tempor. 
ary re-admission of these rights, or even 

‘“an arrangement “without prejudice,” 
would probably have settled everything. 
But the Recreation Fund Trustees saw 
matters in another light. Flying to 
the relief of their oppressed tenant, they 
allowed their Counsel to openup a yawn- 
ing case, in which money has been sunk 
that might have been usefully employed 
on many matters of public benefit. 
The Recreation Fund Trustees say 
they represent a trust, and are 
bound to defend its interests. But 
what if the public, whom the Trustees 
represent, hold a different view from 
tho latter as tothe nature of that trust, 
and did not wish the point at issue de- 
fended ? Yet this, wo unhesitatingly 
affirm, was the position of affairs 
four weeks ago, when the case 
first came into Court. There was, and 
ever has been—despite Mr. Dram. 
mond’s witty satiro—a general under- 
standing, a tradition, among the com- 
munity, that the interior of the Race 
Course. was sacred from obstruction; and 
no one wished to challenge that condi. 
tion, No one had at his finger’s ends 
exact proof of the condition ; but 
one had heard and believed that it 
existed; and the evidence shows how 
well that belief was founded, The com- 
munity have, in fact, been made to fight 
among themselves, about a matter they 
had no wish to contest ; and we are sure 
‘we express the wish of a greatmajority of 
our readers, in saying that any farther 
action would be viewed with greater 
regret than even the elaborate and 
expensive strugglo that has just termi. 
nated. O’Connell’s declaration that ho 
could drive ‘a coach-and-four through 
any Act of Parliament, is an exaggera- 
tion; but it is one of those exaggerations 
that contain much trath. It is likely, 
also, that few judgments are delivered 

\\from which lawyers cannot extract 
grounds for appeal. Grounds were 
forreted out even of the Tichborne trial; 
and we have no doubt points might be 
detected, in the Chief Judge’s decision 
about the Cricket Pavilion. We can 
only trust that an appeal would be 

‘gejected in the latter case, as it was in 
the former. But we cannot believe that, 
in face of the unmistakeable expression 
‘pf popular opinion that has been called 
forth, such a motion will be attempted. 
‘The public do not appreciate technicali- 
fies; they want justice, and the great 





majority of the Community hold that 
Sir Edmund Hornby did justice in 
defining the position of the litigants : 
—The Race Club wanted a Course, 
the view over which should be un- 
obstructed. The Recreation Fund 
wanted some suitable lot of land, for a 
Cricket ground and other Games and pur- 
poses of recreation. Both attained their 
object. “The Race Club got a Course, 
surrounding an interior that could 
not be built on without their sanction, 
‘The Recreation Fund Trustees bought 
that interior at a low price, because they 
did not want either to build on it or to 
sell it for speculative purposes, from 
doing either of which they were and 
are debarred by the terms of the Trust. 
* * It is idle to say that the Race 
Club sold what they did sell, free from 
an obligation which they had taken 
such care to impose; and equally idle 
to say that the Recreation Fond 
must not be considered to have bought 
Jand burthened with an obligation 
which rendered it valueless; because 
that land, burthened with that obliga- 
tion, was just as. valuable to them, 
for the purposes for which they re- 
quired it, as if the obligation did not 
exist.” 





‘THE LAND REGULATIONS. 


‘Tas appointment of a Committee to 
revise the Land Regulations, is an 
additional proof of the need for adopt- 
ing some more careful system in draw- 
ing up public documents in Shanghai. 
‘The Recreation Fund, and the difficulties 
connected with it, have been trium- 
phantly pointed to as the result of an 
attempt to put things in order before 
the advent of lawyers; but the same 
reasoning certainly cannot apply to 
the Regulations which, after a trial of 
a few years, were already found to 
be so badly drawn upas to need explana- 
tion themselves. We are not going 
to be hard on those on whom the task 
of drafting the present code devolved. 
Experience even of Acts of Parliament 
shows how first class lawyers can make 
blunder’ that cause endless trouble and 
litigation, It is always complained that 
the patching which takes place in the 
course of Parliamentary discussion is 
‘one cause of these inaccuracies. A Bill 
clearly written at the outset is 50 
altered by amendments and compro- 
mises, that it becomes contradictory and 
involved. The same explanation may 
be certainly given, of the indistinctness 
of the Land Regulations. They were 
altered and amended until they were a 
mere patchwork of the original draft, 
and should have been re-written from 
end to end before they were formaliy 
promulgated as Iaw. Indeed the main 
thing now wanted is re-writing—but 
re-writing by a first class hand. Ex- 
perience has further shown deficiencies 
which it will-be the duty of the Com- 
mittee to insert. And there exists, for 
their guidance, a mass of material which 
the members would do well to avail 
themselves of in forming @ draft of 








new Bye-laws. Since, the time of 
the Reform Bill of 1832, the mat- 
ter of Municipal Corporations and 
their powers and duties has been 
the subject of many Acts. Not 
to speak of the Municipal Cor- 
porations Act, theré are a number 
of special Acts relating to different 
towns. The Metropolitan Buildings 
Act, and the local Acts for the govern- 
ment of large towns, all more or less 
directly refer to subjects which tho 
Municipal Regulations of Shanghai can- 
not well avoid. The Town Improve- 
ment Acts afford an instance of general 
powers, and how they may be exercised 
in towns not possessing the machinery of 
a Corporation and all its appurtenances; 
and the principle of these Acts might 
well afford many suggestions to tho 
new Committee. Shanghai is of course 
in many respects a place per se, and in 
80 far as it is, it will be necessary to 
effect modifications suitable to the local- — 
ity and circumstances. Many powers 
are possessed by Corporations at home, 
which it would be advisable to introduce 
here, A readier system of effecting” 
modifications found necessary by expe- 
rience is sadly needed, and also, we 
may add, a readier means of pute 
ting in practice Municipal regulations, 
There does not seem to be any 
reason why there should not be a Muni- 
cipal Magistracy Court in Shanghai, 
Recorders attached to the Corpora. 
tions of many towns in England, try 
offences within the borough, and .a 
stipendiary magistrate for a like pur- 
pose in Shanghai would certainly save 
much labour in the varios Consulates, 
as well as secure a uniformity of pro- 
cedure sadly needed. It is fair, besides, 
that the locality should undertake the 
necessary expenses for the repression of 
local crime, and this would go far to 
remove any plea for the imposition of 
such objectionable measures as compul- 
sory registration, and the levying of 
irregular fees. Better means of assess- 
ing local taxes are also needed: Lo- 
calities are often directly benefited by 
improvements of little moment to the 
general community, and the power of 
making those contribute most who gain 
most, would bea decided advantage. 
Private individuals, again, frequently 
stand in the way of public improve- 
ments, and back their resistance by the 
vagueness of the present code. Tho 
system of registration of land within 
the Settlements is by no means porfect, 
and suggestions for its amendment 
have been proposed, but have never yet 
been carried out. These are a few of 
the many points which will doubtless 
present themselves to the new Com- 
mittee; and while we hope that its 
members will be more ative than those 
of the last, we would also express a 
wish that what they do will be deter- 
mined by a knowledge of what has 
been done elsewhere, as well as by an 
intimate acquaintance with the local 
requirements of this place.

‘NINGFO. 


On Trinity Sunday, May 31, 9 tiew 
Mission Church in connection ‘with the 
Ningpo Church of England Mission, was 
consecrated by the Right Rev. Bishop 
Rissell.—Thia church is built in the main 
street of the Hien city of Taz-ky', a city 
with a population of 30,000, and situated 
12 miles northwards from Ningpo. The 
Church Missionary Society’s Missionaries 
have been working in Tsz-ky ‘for the past 18 
years.” ‘The now church has sittings for 120 

rsons ; and it is built mainly in native 
style, but with interior fittings suited 
to a’ Christian edifice. On the day of 
dedication, it was filled morning and after- 
noon by a congregation consisting of 30 or 
more Christians and 100 of the citizens, 
with a small sprinkling of the literati. 
Tho services were listened to and watched 
with very toleral consideri 
the Heterogeneous charsoter_of the su: 
dience, many of.whom stood the whole 
tinie round the doors. - 








This city of Taz-ky4, besides its own 
more ancient historical ‘associations, pos 
seases some special interest from its coni- 
nection with more modern events, Tt waa 
the scone of a hard fight during the'war of 
1842, when Ningpo was occupied for several 
months by British troops. This fight is 
still vividly remembered and graphically 
described by many of the inhabitanta. 


‘be | Twenty years later, in 1862, Gen. Ward, tho 


first organiser of the Chinese trained 
troops which played 20 ‘prominerit a part 
in the suppression of tho Tai-ping Rebel- 
lion, received his death-wound under the 
walls of this city. It is, moreover, a placo

‘There cannot be a 
donbt that, until quite recently, the Chinese 
disclaimed’ sovereignty over the eastern 
half of the island ; so that if the Japanese 
were to content themsclves with the reim- 
Dursement of the cost they have been 
at, their demand could not, by Foreign 
powers, be considered as otherwise than 
‘exceedingly moderate, As little can the 
power of the Japanese to resist be doubted, 
provided they make good nso of their iron- 
clada to prevent the Chinese from landing 
any more troops on the i 
‘Another correspondent writes, on the 16th, 
(as will be seen from our Tientsin letter) 
that 40,000 men of Li Hung-chang’s army 
are under orders for Formosa, This is as 
yet only roport, but it is not unlikely in 
the present temper of the Chinese that 
they may purpose hostilities. It remains 
‘to bé soon whether the Japanese war-vessels 
would: be able to prevent them landing.

‘Phe barque Eaglet, which arrived late 
on'Sunday, having left Taiwanfoo on the 
12th; brings some news of the movements 
of vessels and other matters connected 
with the Japanese expedition. H. M.S. 
Dwarf had left for the soat of ‘opera- 
tions, Liang-kiau bay, to relieve the Hor- 
‘netand the Thatia had called on her wi 

to Nagasaki, The Thalia brought news 
of the fight already reported, in which 
threo stockades were taken and 28 
‘men killed. Further encounters seem to 
‘have been rendered impossible for the 
time being, by the savages retiring into the 
-fastnesses of the hill country. Between 
‘the 5th and 10th June, three Chinese war- 
‘vessels hud arrived from Foochow, and the 
last, a corvette, brought news that the Chi- 
“nese. Imperial Commissioner might be 
‘expected by one which arrived just as the 
Eaglet left port. It was reported that M. 
Prosper Giquel, lato director of the Foo- 
chow Arsenal,’ would accompany the 
“Commissioner, and that the latter was 
empowered to request the Japanese to 
wrotire, on the understanding that the 
Chinese: Government would reimburse 
them. for all the expenses of the expedition. 
‘The fact that our Tientsin correspondent 
imakes the same statement, at the same 
time -that . it appears to have become 
rumoured in the South, is a coincidence 
which leads to the belief that it is well 
founded. ‘The land forces at Taiwan, which 
had lately been despatched by the Gov- 
sernor of Fohkien to quell a local disturb- 
ance (as a correspondent informed us a 
fortnight ago), were said to be by no means 
eager tovengage the Japanese. ‘There can 
‘be no doubt that the China-Japan question 
isat a-critical stage. From the North 
we hear rumours of a large force bei

Since the fight on the 22nd of last month, 
the Japanese and the Savages seem not to 
‘havecome incontact with each other, At any- 
rate, visits to the hospital in the camp hat 
not discovered any fresh wounded men. 
It is not easy to obtain information about 
the movements of the Japanese, As Gene- 
ral Saigo’s soldiers appear not to be 
amongst those who have studied ‘foreign 
languages, one cannot make enquiries for 
oneself in the camp ; and it is not to be 
expected that the oficers in command 
should publish an account in English of 
their movements past or coming. Rumour, 
however, says that three Japanese columns, 
each five hundred strong, have taken 
different routes and gone inland, and that 
they have burnt four villages, but have 
not met with any savages. ‘The Bawtans 
are believed to have decamped immediately 
after the Inst fight, taking with them 
almost everything which was portable. If 
their neighbours to the North refuse to 
receive them, their only choice will be 
between death. by. starvation or 
the sword. If their neighbours give 
them a passage through or a place of 
concealment, the Japanese may hunt 
them for ever, and not catch them. 
The mountains in the neighbourhood of 
kiaon are low and, comparatively 
speaking, easly traversed, A ltl further 
forth thoy aro of auch height and stwp- 
neas that th sagen would "have n0 dik 
calty in baffling the. pursuit of any troops 
sent after them there. 

‘On Friday, the 29th, all the vessels at 
Laugkiaou had to put tosea. The wind 
was not very high, but the swell was tre- 
mendous and rolling right into the bay, 
the waves breaking all round the ships. i 
five fathoms of water. At one time that 
morning, matters looked extremely scrious; 
and it seemed as if all the ahips were going 
to get foul of each other. ‘The Hornet was 

ing her anchors and coming down on 
to the Shaftesbury, which had not given her 
sufficient room to let out e proper quantit 
of cable. The Monocacy, only arrived two 
hours before, which was trying in vain to 
get her head ‘round, 's0 as to, put to sen 
Sgain, drifted down between the two and 
‘was within a foot or two of the Shaftesbury 
and a few yards of the Hornet, when she 
managed to get away. At the same time 
the only other vessel in the bay, the Japa- 
nese corvette, was also in difficlties, and 
was soning steadily down upon the other 
three Jide on, but she stopped her- 
self in time. There was a large number 
of Japanese soldiers down on the beach 
ready to render assistance if necessary. 

‘A new Magistrate has lately been 
ointed to Fungshan, the district to which 
‘akow and all the island South of Taiwan- 

foo belongs. The late holder of the post 
was removed for sending his wife and 
children over to. the mainland at the first 
report of the coming uf the Japanese, and 
thereby showing unbecoming fear.

‘The corvette Yangwoo arrived from Foo- 
chow two or three days ago. As far as 
kom, she ia not on boar any troops or 
any person of importance. She brings, 
however, the tory that the Chinese mon 
of-war from Canton and Shanghai are to 
‘assemble at Foochow, making, with the 
Foochow easels, a fleet of twenty-five 
steamers, and that one week is to be given 
to the Japanese to clear out, or——.

Sune Ist (1) A. Rescript issued upon a 
Memorial from Liu Kw’n-yih, Governor 
‘of Kiangei, forwarding explanations re- 





ding the failure e part of th 
District Magistrate of Sin-kien to sefd in 
Yeturns of the townships and tythings in 





‘which the land revenue shewed a deficiency 
Inst year in consequence of a bad harvest. 
‘The Magistrate's excuso, viz., pressure. of 
‘business, is deomed insufficient, and he 
ii nded over to the Hoard for determina- 
stion of a penalty. ‘The Governor is also 
to: bo subjected to a penalty for his‘re- 
misness in not exposing the Magistrate's 
want of promptitude until called upon 
for aroport. With regard to the regula- 
tions in force in Kiangsi for the collection 
of the land and grain revenue, inasmuch 
as [according to the Governor's statement] 
-there is nothing in the system that is at 
‘variance with the rules of the Board of 
‘Revenue, its working is to continue under 
stringent watchfulness, and no approach 
{to unauthorized excess of levy is to be 
‘permitted. - 

~@) A Rescript is issued in roply to a 
memorial from the Governor General Tso 
Tsung-Vang, who has dehouiced for op- 
‘pressive conduct a Secretary of the Colo- 
nial office (Li Fan Yiian), while stationed 
at Ning-hia, the offending functionary 

















being forthwith stripped of his official posi- 
tion, and handed over to the Colonial 
Office, for investigation into the case. 

(3) The Superintendent of the Imperial 
‘Manufacturing Department at Hang-chow 
represents the difficulties he labours under, 
in the way of supplying piece goods and 
the annual quota of silks and satins for the 
Palace, in_ the absence of any funds at his 
disposal. On the 15th January he received 
a despatch from the Household to the 
‘effect that tho stock of silks, satins, and 
cotton or linen piece goods, is below the 
amount actually required for use, and that 
the Imperial sanction’ had been given to 
the proposal that the Superintendents of the 
three Manufacturing Departments (ang- 
chow, Soo-chow, and Nanking) should be 
called upon to furnish an additional supply, 
the funds for which they should devise 
means for providing. The Superintendent 
observes ope that, as stated in 
a previous Memorial, it was heretofore the 
practice to furnish the supplies of silks 
and other textile fabrics and porcelain for 
Palace use through indents upon the vari- 
‘ous provincial governments and Imperial 
manufactories, but that since the outbreak 
of the rebellion the regular transmission 
of such supplies has been interrupted, ab- 
solute requirements being met from time 
to time as was most feasible. Since the 
restoration of peace, and the introduction 
of the system of issuing funds from tho 

rovineial treasuries to the Imperial manu- 
Fistories, not more than 20 or 30 per cent. 
of the proper amount of manufactures has 
been produced for delivery, owing to the 
inability of the treasuries to pay over the 
whole of the monies for which they were 
liable, In tho caso of the Hangchow 
manufactory, all that has been received 
since the discontinuance of the Custom- 
house revenue formerly raised there, has 
been an annual amount of 120,000 strings 
of cash from the likin revenue, the whole 
of which has been converted into silver 
and applied to the purposes of manufac- 
ture. "his does not, sufice, however, to 
provide more than 4/10ths of the quantiy- 
of textile fabrics annually required in cotn 
formity with the regulations. The Super- 
intendent has now placed himself in com- 
munication on the subject with’ the 














Governor of Chekiang, whose reply on the 
subject he quotes, to the effect that in the 
impoverished state of the provincial. ex- 


chequer it has been impossible to do more 
than has been done already in the way of 
roviding funds for silks, embroidery, d&c., 
or the Imperial accession and for annual 
consumption ; and the two officials unite 
in praying that for the present they be 
exempted from the duty of furnishing 
the additional supplies which the House- 
hold have called for.—Rescript : Let the 
requestbe acceded to, The Office con- 
cerned will take note. 

June 2nd.—(1) A Decree. Of the newly 
passed graduates at the Doctorate exami- 
nation, those who, on the supplementary 
‘Yevision, have been classitied to the number 
of 56 as of the first degree, 80 of the se- 
cond, and 199 of the third, shall all equally 
be admitted to the Palace examination (for 
honours, Han-lin degrees, &c.) ‘The two 
individuals who are classed in the fourth 
degree, are to be subject to the penalty of 
exclusion from the Palace examinations for 
the presont triennial period.

The latter, 
under the influence. of his animosity 
against Tsiao, made up his mind “to 
murder him, and this purpose’ he accom- 
plished by putting opium into his liquor. 
Tsiao died immediately from the effect of 
the poison, and Chu, inducing an acquain- 
tance of his to lend assistance, -carried -the 
body to the land of a man named Hwang 
Sin, where they abanloned it,. On dis-

(2) The Governor of Shansi memorializes, 
reporting tho escape of a prisoner while 
being convyed under guard from Hinchow 
to tho provincial capital. The prisoner 
‘Twan Féng-ch’un, who was under sentence 
of death by strangling for the manslaughter 
of a Mongol, upon whom he, with others, 
had committed assault and battery, was 
under the care of two policemen and a 
soldier, and while on the road one evening, 
the soldier having gone to a neighbouring 
village to buy provisions and candles, the 
remaining party were suddenly overtaken 
by aviolent wind and duststorm, which 
caused the mules to bolt and to overturn 
the cart in which the prisoner was sitting. 
‘The police helped the prisoner up and 
placed him by the roadside, whilo they 
thomsclves assisted in righting the vehi- 
cle, The prisoner took this opportunity 
of breaking his fetters and escaping. Ho 
has not been recaptured ; and the usual 
enquiry is ordered to ascertain whether 
any connivance at his escape is chargeable 
upon the police.

‘THE WOOSUNG BAR. 


We are able to give, below, the full text 
of Prince Kun; despatch about the 
‘Woosung Bar—the chief points in which 
wero put forward in our leader of the 30th 
May.

Prince Kung, Chiet Secretary. of State 
for Foreign Affairs, herewith makes com- 
munication respecting the Woosung Bar, 

‘The Foreign Office has already informed 
your Excellency that instructions had been 
sent to the Southérn Superintendent of 
Trade to direct a most careful exanination 
into this affair, and make a speedy reply, 
in order to have grounds for deciding upon 
such measures as might seem proper. 

Ais report has now come to hand, in 
which he says :— 

«Having in due course received instruc. 
tions to make a careful inquiry into the 
te of the Woosung Bar, and report, I 

now searched all the maps and topo- 
graphical records, and inquired’ generally 
of those conversant with this subject. 

“The ample information which I have 
obtained enables me to understand the 
whole thing, and Iam sure that it will be 
very difficult to dredge this Bar. 

This growing bank is situated at the 
point where the Hwang-poo joins the 
Yangtsze, and just within the entrance to 
the port ; having Paoshan on the western, 
and Chuensha on the eastern bank, just 
in the roadway where vessels enter to go 
up to Soochow and Sunkiang. The length 
of the entrance from North to South is 
only a few li, and on the west is a river 
through which one reaches the: interior 
streams. - The reach is known as the 
Woosung entrance, and the Hu-kiang 
entrance. 

“The silt comes down close by the eastern 
side of the Channel, along the bottom of 
the current going south, till it reaches the 
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middle of the channel, where the bank 
Dogine to appear above the water. Native 
and foreign vessels in entering ‘this mouth 
must first sail near the western bank, till 
they reach the bank above water, and 
finding that the western shore is becoming 

low, they seek a passage across 
near the eastern shore, until they coin 
to the part where there ‘are no sands, and 
then they have a free channel, 

“Forts formerly stood oppositecach other 
at the entrance close by the river side, atid 
although the bank in the centré ‘of the 
river was several li south of the fort, it 
was for all real use just opposite to it; for 
sinice the current has boen obstriscted by 
the silt, every vessel is obliged: to pass by 
on the western bank close by the fort. 
Upon these shallow places inside the en: 
trance, whenever the high tides of winter 
come, the water is 24 or 25 feet deep ; and 
at low tide thero are still 15 or 16 fect, 
Only the heavy Iaden steamers drawing 
over 20 feet, coming to this point, are 
obliged to wait till the tide rises, but not 
all “kinds of vessels, and notseven the 
largest at all sea sons of the year. 

“The foreign merchants now wish: to 
dredge out a space of 1,700 yards long, by a 
hundred yards wide, so as to make a way for 
the heaviest steamers to get through. But 
seeing that the channel {in the Yangtzse], 
outaide the Hwangpoo, is constantly sltin 
up, making an obstruction like a bar pu 
across a door, and that: inside there is 
another too, it all plainly shows that, al- 
though we seo such a broad expanse of 
river; still, as the big ships when they come 
to the spot are obliged: to go -in a tortuous 
channel like a thread, we may fairly call 
this bar a defence: made by Heaven itself 
for our protection. 

“Since foreign trade has ‘begun at our 
ports, no foreign nation has tried to prevent 
our taking measures for our defenc, and 
to place guard stations on the fretilet. 
Each of our Arsenals now make war 
steamers and military arms in'all respects 
like those in the West, forsince the treaties 
were arranged we put uo hindrances: in 
each other's way. If we proceed as has 
been done at Tientsin, then tho forts at 
Shanghai should therefore also be repaired 
‘as soon as convenient, and placed as they 
onco were ; and this’ bank is a feature of 
the place of the utmost importance in this 
point of view, which it is: not well slightly 
to disturb, a 

“ Article XX of the British Treaty pro- 
vides that if any British vessel be at any time 
stranded on the ooast of China, the Chinese . 
authorities, on being apprised of the fact, 
hall immediately adopt measures for its 
relief; but it says nothing about’ digging 
out the sand bars on which these vessels 
are stranded. It is plain enough that the 
only feasible way to do, is to build the ships 
to draw more or less water according, aa 
the entrance of the port is deep or shallow. 

“Tf it is advantageous for foreign coun- 
tries to have such large steamers, then they 
can only do it at the expense of divesting 
China of the control of an important point, 
and placing her beyond the power of pro- - 
serving her advantages, After that, any-

“Not only have the treaties no proviai 
covering this point, but foreign co 


have no stipulations among’ themselves 
roviding for doing such things. ‘The 
wangpoo river is one of the most import- 
ant and crowded ports on our eastern 
coast, and when one looks at the forest of 
junk'masts in it, he sees that the small 
Yoasels are far more numerous than the 
large ones—such craft as dread a rushing 
flood and never mind running ashore.

sures to protect and guard it, and. each 
must bo the judge as to how it will use 
this right. Among the details of this right, 
none ate more important than self protec- 
tion, and, in carrying this out, preparation 
of an army, raising up Marines, and build- 
ing forts, are very prominent. At the 
entrance of the Woosung river there used 
to be forts, and now the river has made it- 
self a bank which may bo regarded not 
only as likea bar in agate, but a8 a defence 
placed there by Heaven, snd to be taken in 
the sense of a protection. * 

I suppose if any country was considerin; 
tho best way to protect itself and hed such 
@ position as this where it was best to 
rebuild the forts on each bank to protect 
the passage, would it be wise for it to 
destroy this obstruction, and itself take 
away its own defence? ‘The decision of 
this point must certainly rest with China, 
I think that your Excellency will refuso to 
eo to the demand of tho merchants, sinco 
it interfores with the rights of this country 
to protect itself. Further, the remarks of 
tho Southern Superintendent of Trade 
about the injury to native veasels going in 
and out of the port, and the consequent 
damage to the resources of the adjacent 
fields, by no means have unimportant bear- 
ings, and aro connected with this principle 
of self-protection. As to the manner of 
carrying out this principle in its detail, this 
Government must be its own judge.

. Tameror then read his promisod 
paper. In opening, he said, tho eastern 
Portion of Formoss is in posteesion of the 
aboriginal savages, the part occupied by 
them comprising st leaal two-thirds of the 
area of the island, which is there moun- 
tainous and densely wooded.

good harbour; a small and dirty Chineso 
town of the same name stands on tho 
western side; but tho valley of the Suao is 
rich, and capable of being made productive 
in rico and tea, while coal has been found 
near the’ beach. 10 is about 10: tnilps 
further down. the coast, and ‘here the Chi- 
nese have suffered: severely in attempts to 
form a sottlement, made in 1858, 1862, and 
1866, a hundred of them having beén sixr- 
prised and massacred on the second oéda- 
sion.

thére are very few. 

Besides the articles of food mentioned in 
the extracts from the Trade Report noticed 
above, the savages: cultivate sweet potatoes, 
the cocos, ground-nuts, and yams; and from 
the. fresh shoots of ferns they boil a soup 
which ia gad to be quite palatable. Bananas 
are abundant, and also a wild orange, which 
in very bitter. ‘They also raise a few water-

Colored cloths for working coats, and ‘salt, 
of which they are very fond.

‘The savage huts are simply constructed. 
Two upright poles are fixed in the ground, 
‘and longer ones laid sloping from the tops of 
these.. Others are laid lengthwise over these, 
and the whole is covered ‘with, coarse, dry 
grass. .e triangular ends and the front are 
then filled in with or reeds. A few 
stones in the middle of the hut form the fire- 
place, and the smoke finds its exit as it can, 

'rass spread on the ground serves as beds, and 
afew rattan trays and baskets ing from 
the roof, and holding the supplies of millet, 
beans and salt, complete the scanty domestic 
furniture. In one village which I visited, 
in front of the huts were small frameworks of 
Bole, beneath which o few chili peppers 
were growing.

Grass 
was spread on the ground, and the chiefs 
then cut up the pig in long strips, and all 
hands were set to work to cut these up into 
very small cubes. Nothing was wasted

Rome of ‘the hungrier ones roasted a, fow 
pieces in the embers and ate them; most 
of them carefully packed their shares 
away. |The chiefs insisted upon our accepting 
from them some of the choicest titbite as 
marks of special honor, but fortunately for 
us did not insist upon our eating them 
grievously offended » young chief who had 
selected for me a handfal of the most dainty 
bits, by watching my chance and slily, as 1 
hoped, giving them to the first savage I met. 
Iwas observed, and the heavy frown which 
passed over his face showed the affront I had 
given. ‘The whole scene was wild and lively. 
About sixty savages, the men all nearly naked 
ad the women variously clad) and all exoxs- 
sively dirty, were squatting on the ground or 
running'to and fro, busily hacking away at the 


















piles of raw pork, and all chatting in the most 
animated style. ’ The present of a pig is a 
great event for them. In the evening the 
party, including the Bepos with us, #0 the 
number of over a hundred, got partially 
toxicated over some samshu which had inju 
ciously been given them, and for which 
they have a fatal fondness. With a hundred 
half drunken savages 

around their camp. fire 


ing the slightest provocation to engage in 
PSwio and Ughts dhwhich thay free’ use 
their knives, this night scene before us seemed 
a veritable Pandemonium, and it was a grate- 
fal relief when in the early hours of the morn- 
ing fatigue drove them to rest from their 
orgies. ‘The Chinese frequently take advant- 
age of their fondness for liquor to get them 
intoxicated, when they may extort from them 














anything. 
Among the savages the principle of blood 
revenge holds with full force. "The murder 


of a man is bound to be avenged by his kind- 
red, and no rest is given until this is accom- 
plished. I was informed that a reward of 
twenty dollars was still offered by the local 
Chinese “authorities for every savage head, 
but that only a few—perhapa not more than, 
five—are got in the course of @ year, Some 
fifty or-sixty Chinese heads, however, aro 
annually lost to the sm ‘This’ dis- 
crepancy is readily accounted for. ‘The Chinese 
have merely the stimulus of  amall money 
prize in getting savage heads, and this is raroly 
Fulicient to iuduce them to risk thole own in 
the attempt. The savage, on the other hand, 
has higher motives. His rank and character 
depend on his personal prowess and valor ; 

‘a savage who has not killed and be- 
headed a Chinaman is “of no use,” as it was 
explained tome. His word is not believed, 
he has no respectable standing in the commu: 
nity, and in general terms it may be said of 
him that he has not won his spurs, He rises 
in position and character according to, tho 
number of heads he can count, and thoge who 
get the most heads become, as it is in truth 
said, the Kead-men of the villages.

Shanghai, May 23rd, 1874. 

Sim,—As the sanitary condition of the 
Settlement promises to engage the early at- 
tention of the Municipal Council, I beg to 
indicate for consideration one means of im- 
provement to which none of their constituents 
will object. I refer to, protection against 




























































small-pox. The pains that the Munici 
and the local authorities take to ert 


ravages from that loathsome and malignant 
disease, can accomplish little so long as the 
practice of inoculation is suffered to exist. In 
the spring of every year small-pox is brought 
into the Settlement through the agency of 
inoculation, During that period, every person 
who is susceptible to the variolous poison 
through a weakening of the prophylactic power 
of vaccination, is liable to an attack of the 
most violent form of small-pox. Hitherto we 
have suffered only from sporadic cases ; but 
the recurrence of an epidemic visitation, when 
there is a genoral susceptibility to an absorp- 
tion of the virus, would occasion a widespread 
calamity. 

‘What I propose is, that, with the co-opera- 
tion of the local authorities and the French 
Consul-General, the ingeafting of small-pox 
should be interdicted in the Foreign Settle- 
ment, in the City, and adjacent region ; also, 
that when it is discovered that the interdict 
has been disobeyed, the case be removed 
to a safe distance.

AN ELECTRIC PHENOMENON. 


To the Editor of the 
Norru-Carsa Herat. 

Sis,—This evening about an hour before 
sunset, I witnessed an atmospheric phe- 
nomenon, so strange, to my unscientific eye, 
that I record it in the hope that some one 
else may have observed it more accurately, 
and be able to offer a satisfactory explana- 
tion of the phenomenon. 

Abeavy thunder cloud, black, with « 
fleecy fringe, hung in the’ southwest sky. 
The sun as it went down, formed on the 
hiazy clouds in the northwest, and in the 
zenith, a number of mock suns, which have 
been indeed unusually numerous. lately, 
both in the early morning and in the after- 
noon. I noticed a bright patch of light 
above the white edge of the thunder cloud, 
a patch which I watched closely, expecting 
it to develope into a mock Suddenly 
the light spread out, and with the rapidity 
of lightning, expanded and contracted in 
shifting sheets of light, something like 
the action of a kaleidoscope. I” drew 
the attention of my boatmen (old sea 
fishermen) to it, and they said they 
had never seen the like before. I should 
have accepted their first explanation 
that it was lightning, but for the 
fact that this play of light seomed to 
be not that of a rapidly appearing and 
disappearing substance, but the shifting 
of a sheet of light visible still when the 
flashing was over. And further, as the 
sun sank lower and throw upwards the 























dark shadow of the cloud, the darkness 
also (though I observed this but once) 
shifted in the same way. 
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Meanwhile, below, I ‘saw thé thin white 
stream of @ regular lightning-fash pass 
down the dark bosom of the cloud. fas 
this effect which Ihave described produced 
by a blast of wind; or by the shock of 
electric explosions in the cloud beneath ? 
Is lasted for scarcely more than five 
minutes,. The storm was too far off to 
permit the thunder to be heard.

difficult to understand how, if all improy 
ments have to be forbidden, the Recreation 
Furd money ever came to-be invested in 
such a hopeless piece of land. It: was 
scarcely as a piece of charity towards the 
Race Club that some twelve thousand taols 
should have been sunk in tho purchase, 
yet unless it is to be supposed that this 
was the real reason, the outside pul 
who care: little for. the details of racing, 
will find that they ate to be deprived of ali 
the advantages -present or prospective of 
the Fund. Elaborate as was the judgment 
of the Chief Judge, it left untouched this, 
the most important, in a public point of 
view, matter, connected withthe dispute, 
and wandered off into secondary issues 
which, however interesting in themselves, 
were in no sort or manner before the Court. 
Whe Trustees of the Fund, may for the 
present be willing to accept the dictum of 
the Judge, that they are Trustees merely of 
apiece of ground, which neither they or 
any: one else will be permitted to do any- 
thing with ; but this dictuin_ was hardly in 
consonance with the facts of the case. In 
fact, the Recreation Fund Trustees, as their 
iname implies, hold in trust far more than 
the ill-favoured piece of Iand in question, 
It was but a small portion of the Fund, 
comparatively, that was devoted to the 

chase of tho duterior of tho Course, the 
























pure 
greater portion remaining in the hands of 
the Trustees for future investment. That 


the balance, instead of being devoted to 
uses of réereation, was sunk in’a loan to 
an institution then bankrupt, is a matter in 


which the present Trustees are not con-) 


éernod, ‘Tho fact remained, that, at the 
time they were appointed, ‘not only was 
the Fund in possession of ‘the interior of 
the Rage Course, but that it had a sum of 
upwards of thirty thousand tacls invested 
in a loan to the Shanghai Club. ‘That that 
Joan has beon saved, and that the connec- 
tion of the Fund with the Shanghai Club 
has been made so far profitable that there 
seems a way to eventually recovering for 
public recreation purposes the thirty odd 
thousand tals, or.at least its equivalent in 
rents and interest, is owing entirely to the 
energy and aptitude displayed by the pre- 
sent trustees of the Fund ; and I hold that, 
apart, from the stand which they have lately 
taken up, and which I cannot believe to 
have been a wise or reasonable one, the 
‘Trustees are entitled to the thanks of the 
community for the.work they have done. 
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With regard to the land in the interior of 
the Course, I consider that the recent 
conduct of the Trustees has been indefen- 
sible. Notwithstanding all they have done 
to secure the Fund from annihilation, I 
do not consider that it would be in the 
public interest, any more than in accord 
with the spirit of the Trust, that its Trus- 
tees should be allowed to tell out or buy 
Property as seemed at the :moment advis- 
able. It would have been by no means 
a public benefit if they had established 
their right to do what they pleased with 
the interior of the Course, provided only 
they paid a sum of Taels 125 
mow extra. ‘The community of Shanghai, 
though not perhaps so much addicted to 
racing as in days gone by, is not prepared 
to have its Raco Course, ‘like the former 
ono, rendered usoless. Racing is a per 
fectly justifiable recreation, and really 
affords healthful exercise as well as amuse- 
ment to a large section of the community. 
Tt was an unfortunate circumstance that 
one method of recreation should be found 
itted in a Court of Justice against.another, 
and I fear that the display of feeling, how: 
ever amusing to outsiders, may not be 
likely to prove a matter’ of recreation to 
residents in Shanghai. I venture, there= 
fore, without disrespect to the presiding 
Tudge, to express-regret that what was 
intended to bo a formal decision should 
have .gone out .of its way to comment 
on matters not before the Court. Iam 
glad that the s) so néar the Settlement, 
scraggy though it be, is to be preserved 
intact ; but I trust that the energy. of the 
‘Trustees of the Fund, which has enabled 
them to nearly extricate it from ite appar 
ently hopeless dilemma, will not be de- 
terred by the result of the late action; from 
persevering in a course of gradual im- 
provement,

CIVIL SUMMARY COURT. 


Shanghai, 23rd June. 
Before R.. A. Mowat, Esq. 
J. Sexa v. Mas, Kina. 
Action for Rent ant Taxes. 

Plaintiff, who is in the employ of the 
Chamber of Commerce, sued the defendant to 
recover $63.47, for rout and Municipal taxes 
ue for the six months ending the 30th of the 
Feomakmanih The house is uated in 

ne PI fongkew, and is the property 
of Dr. MacGowan. Senna is tenant of the 
house, and sub-lets half of it to the defendant, 

In reply to his Worsurr, the defendant 
said she owed the amount, but the plaintiff 
held a guarantee from Dr. MacGowan for its 
payment, in order to give her time to obtain 
the money. 

‘The plaintiff said that was the fact. 

His Wonsurr—Then why do you summon 
the defendant? Show me the guarantee. 

Plaintiff handed a paper to his Worship, 
who, when he had réad the contents, asked 
the ‘plaintiff why he did not apply ‘to: Dr. 
M an for the money? 

Plaintiff explained that he rented the house 
of Dr, MacGowan, and had sub-let a portion of’ 
it to Mrs. King. “She became ill, and, as she 
did not pay any rent for two months, he spoke 
toher about it. Dr. MacGowan,’ who 
tended Mrs. King in her illness, told plaintiff 
that she would pay-in a short time. After 
the next month, he (plaintiff) received the 

jarantec from Dr. MacGowan. Last month, 
fe was sued by the Dr. in the Portuguese 
Consular Court, for 60 dollars rent then due 
by him as teuant of the house ; the Dr. then 
saying that he knew nothing about Mrs. 
King’ rent, but that he looked to the plain 
tiff to pay the rent of the house. ‘The rent is 
20 dollars per month, and he (plaintiff) charges 
Mrs, King 10 dollars for the part of the pre- 
mises occupied by her. ‘Three months’ rent 























was due from her in March. In that 
month, he sent her the letter produced. 





It came back to him with the words,

This case arose out of the arrest and deten- 
tion of a native at the instance of the Lekim 
Guild or Farm, on a charge of attempted 
evasion of the lekim tax. ‘The runners of the 
Guild, which farms the right to collect the 
fax from the ‘Tsotsi, suspecting that the 
Chinaman in question was illicitly conveying 
‘opium, pounced on him in the Canton road oa 
Sanday evening, and brought ‘him to the 
Central Police Station, on a charge of attempt- 
ing to evade the lckim impost. The man 
was searched, and two half balls of opiam 
were found in a bag or pocket inside the 
back of his oat.” A certiiate was also found 
in his possession, that the bearer was con- 
ygving opicm the, property of Mr, Loureiro, 
Mr. Pedro Loureiro applied at the Station 
for the release of the man as his servant, 
and the return of the opium as his pro- 
petty and, as Mr, Loureiro engaged that 

‘should be forthcoming at the Mixed 
Court next day, the, man was released 
from custody, though the property was re- 
tained. Yesterday, several cases of the kind 
were brought before Chen and the British 
Aasessor, Mr. Stronach, when the opium was 
confiscated, and the Chinese on whom it was 
found detained till the pleasure of the higher 
native authorities became known.
